| Appropriation of $130,000 to permit 
|installation of a codrdinated loop traf- 
| fic control signal system will be asked 
‘of the city council at once, Chief of 
| Police Collins said last night. Details 
of the scheme, prepared by Associa- 
tiory of Commerce engineers, were ap- 
proved by Mayor Dever yesterday, as 
was the chief’s proposal to seek the 
necessary funds. 

Four of the lights—of the stop-ready- 
go sort—will be placed at each loop 
intersection in the district bounded by 
Lake street, Wabash avenue, Van Bu- 
ren street, and Wells street. The light 
| standards will be set at the curbs. 
Will Save Time. 


Although the engineers are still 
checking traffic volume to determine 
the proper timing of the lights, suffi- 
cient progress has been made with the 
_work, Chief Collins asserted, to justify 
ithe belief that the lights will save 
' vehicular traffic at least four minutes 
|in its journey across the loop. 

“ Under the codrdinated scheme,” the 
' chief explained, ‘on a north and south 
| street, for example, vehicles moving 
| across an intersection will find a clear 
gpace available for them in the next 
block ahead and will, as nearly as pos- 
sible, find the next street intersection 
traffic control] set in their favor when 
they arrive at that intersection.” 

Effects of System. 

Moving with the signal “Go” at 
Lake street, a motorist will probably 
be able to get as far south as Wash- 
ington street, where he will wait about 
fifteen seconds, until the “Stop” sig- 
nal, which was presumably flashed as 
he passed Randolph street, is cleared, 
the chief explained. 

Not only will the proposed signals 
permit the reduction of the number of 
| traffic policemen assigned to loop duty

Drili Bit Swallowed Up. 

Late tonight one of the drill bits be 
ing used in the pit fell in a crevice and 
disappeared. 

It was at first believed that one twist 
Collins’ 


crawled into the cavern to investigate. 

No trace of the bit was found, how- 
ever, and it was presumed by geolo- 
gists that the crevice led to some other 
underground passage with which, they 
say, this country is horeycompbed. 

Geralds Ordered Away. 

Johnny Geralds, lifelong friend of 
Floyd Collins, tonight was placed un- 
der technical arrest by Lieut. Gov. 
Denhart in an effort to Wiock, at the 
start, trouble which threatened when 
local cave men declared themselves dis- 
satisfied with the work of the scien- 
tists in seeking Floyd Collins. 

Geralds, who had gone into the tor- 
tuous caverns of Sand cave five times 
in search of Collins, was ordered either 
ito leave the scene or be put under 
‘full arrest. He walked away. 

At the same time Homer Collins, 
brother of the missing man, was given 
to understand that his presence is not 
wanted. He had evaded guards and 
slipped into the black cavern to seek 
his brother. 

Surrounded by Hillsmen. ° 
All day long Geralds and Homer Col- 
| lins had been surrounded by hundreds 
They insist that Collins 
still be taken out through the sub- 
anean passages by which he en- 
tered the cave. Their dissatisfaction 
| also was in part due to a rumor that 
the entombment of Collins started es 
a press agent stunt to advertise the 
cave: that this stunt got out of hand 
when the floor of the passage raised, 
probably causing Collins’ death. 

Adjt. Gen. James A. Kehoe arrived 
here tonight by airplane.

Plan to Use Gas. 


Adjt. Gen. Kehoe has promised C. A. 
Herbert of Vincennes, Ind., in charge 
of the bureau of mines engineers here, 
to get him a certain kind of gas Sat- 
urday which will give a penetrating 
odor, but will not be dangerous to the 
entombed man. 

This gas will be pumped into Sand 
Cave under powerful pressure. At the 
same time men will be stationed in all 
caves within a mile or two to find 
whether the gas has penetrated to 
their stations. : 

As is well known, allthis territory 
is honeycombed by caverns and cracks. 
Nobody knows where they all are. It 
is hoped the gas will enable rescuers 
to locate an opening which will let 
them in behind Collins. 

Needs Prayer, Women Say. 

“Prayer will do more for Floyd Col- 
lins than all the shovels in the world,” 
says one tiny wrinkled old woman 
perched on a bluff overlooking the pit 
where the leaping fires dash weird 
crimgons on the serrated rock. 

“I know Floyd's dead by now,” says 
another with the sagged shoulders that 
years behind the plows on the rocky 
Kentucky lisides gives its women.

Not a Chance—Hazlett.

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CALLED SUCCESS 


Held Inefficient.

LONDON, Feb. 6.—The _ establish- 
ment of a separate British air ministry 
having complete command over all the | 
army and navy, and to a large extent ; 
the civilian air forces was the result 
of experience of the first three years 
of the world war which proved 650 
costly in lives, money and fighting ef- 
ficiency. 

Because of the discussions tn con- 
gress at the present time over the pro- 
posal to etablish a department of avia 
tion, separate from the war and naval 
branches, the results obtained in Eng- 
land through its air ministry are of 
timely interest. 

The outbreak of the war found the| 
British flying forces in practically the 
situation as the present one in Amer- 
ica, with the army and navy operating | 
separate fiying establishments. This 
system was found entirely inadequate 
for four reasons, the obtaining of tech- 
nical equipment; personnel, divided 
command, and lack of direct contact 
with government heads. 

Fighting Efficiency Low. 

The fighting efficiency was many 
times lower than it should have been 
because the army and navy had pur- 
chased different classes of planes and 
consequently motors and other parts 
could not be exchanged. When a new 
part was wanted for an army plane it 
could only be secured from the army 
reserve stock and the same things, of 
course, applied to naval planes. 

Furthermore huge additional ex- 
penses resulted “rom the army and 
navy bidding against each other in 
the airplane market, costing the tax- 
payers millions unnecessarily. 

Unity of command was found to be 
utterly impossible of attainment so 
long as the two services were main- 
tained. Orders often conflicted, entdil- 
ing serious drawbacks. 


Air Ministry a Success. 

Towards the close of 1917, Winston 
Churchill and Sir Samuel Hoare rea- 
lized that the confusion of tht air 
forces seriously impeded the hope of 
allied victory. Both started a furious 
drive in government and political cir- 
cles and the newspapers, demanding 
the establishment of a unified air force 
on equal terms with the army and.

His weird tales were nothing more 
than clever schemes to avoid detec- 
tion.”
